The party committeemen 
either hold jobs themselves or get 
jobs for their precinct committee- 
men, who in turn are required to do 
a@ great amount of political work, 
often to the negle:t of their official 
duties. Through organizations thus 
created politicians are able to control 
nominations for practically all of- 
fices, requiring the nominees in ad- 
vance of election to pledge them- 
‘selves to appoint none but party 
workers to political jobs.

Waste of the city’s money has been 
due largely to inefficiency of offictals 
and employes. With political control 
removed, with increased salaries and 
with greater executive and adminis- 
trative powers conferred ypon im- 
portant officials, there will be great- 
er inducements for strong, capable 
men to seek city offices and appoint- 
ments. With competent men at the 
heads of all departments, and with 
capable assistants in every job at 
the City Hall, there will be a maxi- 
mum of efficiency and a minimum of 
waist. 


HUS it will be seen that the new 
T charter’ will correct the evils 
against which there has been 
such a loud and public outcry dur- 
ing-the past 10 years.

was charged on the floor of the House 
today, by Representative Frank Farris 
of Crawford County, with having 
charged to the State expenses incurred 
whuie campaigning for the Republican 
ticket last fall. 

A resolution by Farris to investigate 
“charges that the chief Game Warden 
had collected from the State sums not 
spent in the performance of duty’’ was 
passed by a strict party vote, the Demo- 
crats voting soudly with Farris. The 
only direct instance cited by Farris was 
that Tolerton accompanied Gov. Hadley 
to Steelville, Crawford County, where 
the Governor made a political speech 
against Farris Oct. .2.

Farris declared Tolerton charged

that day, and certified that the expense 
was incurred in the performance of his 
duty.

Believed Characters in “Fashion- 
able Adventures of. Joshua 
Craig’? Were Relatives. 


en ee 
By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan, 2%.—David Graham 
Phillips rallied after an operation and 
the physicians say today he is in excel- 
lent condition. 

“Phillips has an excellent chance to 
recover,” said Dr. Hotchkiss after the 
operation. “The only danger lies in the 
possibility that the lung was punctured 
by the “bullet that struck him in the 
chest. Pneumonia is certain to follow 
such a wound. 3 

“One saving feature is that the bullets 
are very small. They are of steel and 
of high velocity, as shown by the fact 
that they went into the front of his 
body and came out at his back. For- 
tunately the bullet fired into his abdo- 
men swept along close to the skin and 
did not puncture the intestines, other- 
wise the outlook would be practically 
hopeless.” 

The man who shot him, Fitzhugh 
Coyle Goldsborough, was a member of 
an ol4 Southern family, a Harvard 
man, a pupil of violin masters and a 
man with a self-appointed mission to 
kill Phillips. The novelist did not know 
woldsborough well enough to be suf- 
ficiently warned. Yet Goldsborough had 
been following Phillips as silently as a 
shadow for months. 

Novel Oaused Anger, 

Goldsborough, aS an avenger, was 
born of Phillips’ “The Fashionable Aca- 
ventures of Joshua Craig.’’ Until this 
time Goldsborough, a dabbler with 
the pen, had pored over every line writ- 
ten by Philips, whom he fairly wor- 
shipped as a literary mentor. This at 
titude was changed to wunreasoning 
hatred when he imagined he saw in the 
character of “Joshua Graig’ a portrait 
of himself, and in the heroine, “Ma:- 
garet,” and the martinet of a grand- 
mother, his adored sister and his moth- 
er, whom he believed Phillips had used 
to enact ecenes in which family skele- 
tons were revealed. 

The burden of evidence favors the con- 
clusion that the characters in the novel 
were wholly creatures of the 40Velist’s 
fancy. > 

In the novelist’s coat pocket when he 
was shot was a manuscript of a cha>p- 
ter of a serial story entitled “Enid,’’ 
which he had not yet finished. At- 
tached to it was a note to his publisher 
telling of the inclosure and promising 
to send along further chapters ‘in a 
few days.”’

Goldsborough’s Family Were

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Washington 
society is shocked by the shooting of 
David Graham Phillips. The Golds- 
borough family, who have been leaders 
in exclisive society here for two gen- 
erations, are prostrated. They can as- 
sign mo motive. 

When seen at his K street residence 
Dr. Hdmund K. Goldsborough, father 
of the assailant, said he believed his 
son was temporarily obsessed or was 
mistaken in identity. He said that he 
had heard from his son that he was in 
good health and was progressing rapidly. 
Although more than 70 years old, Dr. 
Goldsborough stoically accepted the situ- 
ation. He said: 

“I believe that the case when finally 
solved will show that there was neitber 
malice mor revenge, but that my boy’s 
mind had simply been temporarily af- 
fected. Fitzhugh was sensitive. He 
was completely wrapped up in his pro- 
fession, which he had labored over since 
childhood. He must have done this act 
in temporary insanity. 

Fitzhugh Goldsborough was a pet of 
Washington society. As a child he 
evinced great musical talent, and was 
afforded every opportunity to pursue 
his studies in this oountry and in 
England. He gave up his oollege course 
at Cambridge when 19 years old to con- 
tinue studying music. 

He remained abroad for 10 years. He 
played before several European mon- 
archs and returned to America a mas. 
ter of the instrument. In Washington, 
two years ago, he was graciously wel- 
comed, and was in demand in the capi- 
tal’s most exclusive drawing rooms. He 
preferred a wider field and went to 
New York, where he was assisted by 
relatives to similar exclusive circles.

MAGNIFYING CHARTER DEFECTS. 

One of the principal objections Councilman 
Schuts urges against the new charter is care- 
less wording in several paragraphs. He intt- 
mates that because the word “construct” is 
omitted in the clause empowering the city to 
“acquire, lease or operate public utilities” it may 
not have the power to construct public ntilities. 
He intimates that because the word “operate” 
is omitted from the clause empowering the 
city to “establish, construct * * * subways (among 
a number of other public works) * * * and to 
regulate the use thereof,” the city may not have 
the power to operate subways. Surely the gen- 
eral power to operate public utilities includes the 
power to operate subways. 

As to the construction of utilities, in Sec- 
tion 1 Article 28, the city is empowered to 
issue bonds for the “PURCHASE, CONSTRUO- 
TION, RECONSTRUCTION or EXTENSION 
of waterworks, public sewers, buildings for 
the Fire Department, BRIDGES and VIADUCTS, 
SUBWAYS,. TUNNELS, RAILROADS, STREET 
RAILROADS, THRMINALS, (ferries, docks. 
wharves and warehouses, GAS or ELECTRIC 
LIGHT .WORKS, POWER PLANTS, TELE- 
PHONE and TELEGRAPH SYSTEMS, or ANY 
OTHER PUBLIC UTILITY.” 

Another provision of the charter enables the 
city to “issue bonds solely upon the credit of, 
the income derived from, and the property used 
in connection with, any public utility owned or 
operated by the city.” 

This power places the city on an equality with 
the public utility corporations in the matter of 
financing public utility properties. The city can 
bond them to the extent of their property value 
and earning capacity. s 

There can be no doubt, in the light of these 
quotations, of the intent of the framers of the 
charter to confer upon the city full power io 
construct, acquire, extend and operate any kind 
of public utility. We believe that thts power 
is actually conferred on the city ‘by the char- 
ter. es 

But assuming there is doubt as to the 
completeness in all respects of the powers con- 
ferred by the new charter to construct, -pur- 
chase, lease or operate any and all public util- 
ities, we know that wide powers_of this kind 
are conferred by the new charter and that ex- 
cept as to waterworks,no powers with refer- 
ence to the construction. or purchasing or leas- 
ing, or operating public utilities, are conferred 
upon the city by the present charter. In sug- 
gesting flaws in the provisions of the new 
charter concerning public ownership, operation 
and control of public utilities, Councilman 
Sehuts has wholly overlooked, or, at least, has 
failed to direct public attention to the very great 
advantage they offer over the present charter. 


on account of its importance, but to illustrate 
the method of most of the opponents of the 
charter. They search out and magnify its mi- 
nor defects and possible failures to the exclu- 
sion of its manifest and great advantages. They 
minimize the very great defects and proven fail- 
ings of the present charter. 

The charter opponents clearly see the mote in 
the new, but ignore the beam in the old char- 
ter. They refuse to see or discuss the vita] points 
that make for progress in the new code and the 
tremendous advance in efficient government and 
popular contro] it represents for St. Louis. 
Mayor Kreismann’s enemies harp on the dan- 
gers in the powers conferred on the Mayor. As 
a matter of fact, the dangerous power—the spoils 
patronage power—is eliminated. He is subject 
to removal for misconduct. He has far greater 
power for evil under the present than under the 
new charter. 

But assuming that Mayor Kreismann will mis- 
use his power, he is an‘ incident and the charter 
an institution. The evil he can do is for two 
years, but the good of a progressive charter is 
permanent. 

Opponents of certain franchises magnify the 
fear that they may be granted in the form of 
permits under the new cilarter. The new char- 
ter really gives immeasurably better protection 
against’ franchise grabs than the present char- 
ter. But assuming that an unwise permit may be 
granted the charter issue is far more impor- 
tant than any one franchise issue, because it 
means better government for a generation. 
Advocates of the fr8e bridge protest because 
that project is not specifically provided for in 
the new charter. It is amply provided for in 
the city’s general powers; but assuming that 
better provision might have been made, this 
omission should not cut the city off from the 
many benefits it may reap from a better char- 
ter. 

It is urged against the charter that the Mayor 
may get around the civil service provisions. But 
he has the civil service provisions to get around 
in violation of the law and at a sacrifice of his 
character and reputation. He has no obstacle 
to the exercise of the spoils power in the pres- 
ent charter. 

Granting all‘ the defects and the possibilities 
of failure in the new charter that have been 
suggested, there are greater defects and known 


) failures in the present charter. There remains a

In the columns of the World today many com- 
mercial organizations throw their influence in 
favor of untaxed food and clothing. The expres- 
sion is not unanimous and it was not expected to 
be. It is noteworthy, because of its strength, its 
intelligence and its recognition of popular rights. 

Underlying all commerce is good faith. Busi- 
nesg is conducted on credit, For slips of paper 
intrinsically valueless, property worth millions is 
daily disposed of. Promises are rated as high in 
the market as any commodity, and a name or a 
word with chard&ter behind it often makes lands, 
palaces and goods look cheap by comparison. 

For these reasons commercial bodies whose true 
sentiment is voiced can hardly fail to be num- 
bered with those who perceive in the oppression 
of the people and in the betrayal of the people 
wrongs that menace every element of society. 
Enlightened commerce cannot tolerate in politics 
practices which in its own sphere are outlawed. 

If the promises repeatedly made by Republicans 
and Democrats had been put forth in the form 
of commercial paper they would have been re- 
deemed long ago. 

If the commercial organizatious of the country 
had underwritten the party platforms of 1908, 
the extortionate taxes upon food and. clothing 
would have been removed by the Sixty-first Con- 
gress in the summer of 1909. 

If the men who lead the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties were rated at the commercial agen- 
cles as high politically as they are financially, 
the Payne-Aldrich law would have been not a 
measure of oppression, but a measure of justice.

He would speak often 
of the momentary ‘dazzle in the 
brain,’ which would precede his pass- 
ing from one personality to the 
other. I have been beside him when 
he wag in a trance and I have felt 
the room throb with heightened vi- 
bration. He compared the two sides 
of nature to the torch and the match, 
and the comparisons expresses as 
well the interdependence of the 
masculine and feminine nature. ‘The 
torch,’ he wrote, ‘says all is due to 
the match, the match knows the 
flame is not hers. Beyond both is 
the wind, the spirtiual air. It comes 
at the union of both, and is some- 
times art, sometimes genius, some- 
times life, somtimes the spirit.’” 

“Then you think it takes man plus 
woman or woman plus man to pro- 
duce a great work of art?” 

‘T think the masculine and feminine 
elements must find expression in any 
great work of art,’’ Mrs. Sharp re- 
plied. “But it is possible for the two 
elements to exist in the same nature. 

THINK the feminine element is 
dominant in your country, not 
only in your social ife but in your 
literary taste. Your men, I understand, 
have little time to read. Your books 
therefore, are written for your women. 

“I knew this before I came to Amer- 
ica, and my observation since my ar- 
rival here has confirmed the impres- 
sion. In England men-—I don’t mean 
literary men, but men of busines 
read books, and the public taste there 
has not been feminized.’’ 

“In what way has our taste been 
feminized? How does woman's domin- 
ion show in our books?” I asked. 

‘Those are very interesting and im- 
}portant questions,” replied Mrs. Sharp. 
“So much so that I am not going to 
answer them offhand. 

“IT do not believe in offhand impres- 
sions. Therefore I shall not write a 
book about America when I return 
home. One has to live among a people 
for years to be able to criticise them. 

“America gave a,more immediate rec- 
ognition to the work of Fiona McLeod 
than it received in England, but today, 
taking into account the _ greatest 
strength of your country, Mr. Sharp is 
just as much appreciated at home. I 
think I could give you a clearer impres- 
sion of the psychological division be- 
tween the two personalities we have 
been discussing.- But surely we all have 
dual personalities to a less distinct 
degree. You must have felt it your- 
self. You are reading poetry or listen- 
ing to beautiful music and suddenly 
some one comes to tell you the pipes 
have burst. How quickly your sub- 
jective self subsides and your practical 
side asserts itself!’’

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BRIDEGROOM DIES. 
BY BULLET AFTER 


Bride Tells How Jacob Riebling 
Shot Himself Kneeling by 
the~ Bed. 


The death of Jacob Riebling, shot in 
the right temple and instantly killed at 
his home, 210 Bowen street, at 1:30 a. m. 
Tuesday, is being investigated by the 
police to determine the motive. 

Riebling's bride, Lulu, ‘the only per- 
on with him when the tragedy occurred, 
Says that her husband took a revolver 
from under a pillow and, kneeling at 
her bedside, shot himself. 

The weapon, with one shell empty, 
was found lying near him on the floor. 

Mrs. Riebling says that she believes 
her husband’s motive for suicide was 
grief over the death of his mother. She 
also says that he was jealous, and that 
they had quarreled frequently since 
their marriage, Nov. 6. 


Married in Illinois. 
The wedding took place in Columbia, 
Ill., where both lived. Riebling and his 
bride came to St. Louis, and since then 
he had been a conductor on the Jeffer- 
son line. 
Mrs. Riebling says that she and her 
husband returned Monday afternoon 
from Columbia, where they went to at- 
tend the funeral of Riebling’s mother. 
“My husband seemed greatly de- 
Pressed by his mother’s death,’’ she 
said. ‘After supper last night he urged 
me to go to bed early. He said he would 
sit up and write some letters. 
“At 11:30 I arose and went into the 
kitchen, where he was writing, and 
begged him to go to bed. He told me 
not to bother him. 
“About 1:30 I was awakened by some- 
one groaning. My husband, with all 
his clothes on, was lying on the floor 
in the bedroom. I, asked him what 
was the matter and he said he was 
awful sick. I jumped out of bed and 
started for a doctor. Before I: reached 
the door my husband crawled to the 
bed and took a revolver from under the 
Pillow. He knelt beside the bed and 
shot himself. 

“I sipped on a long coat over my 
gown and ran to the home of my 
brother-in-law, Frank Harmack, a block 
away. Harmack and several neighbors 
came back with me. My husband was 
dead. 

Neighbors notified the police. 

He Wrote Tro Letters, 

On the kitchen table were found two 
letters which Riebling had written tv 
relatives. There was nothing in them 
to indicate that he contemplated sui- 
cide when he wrote them. They wer: 
about cormmonplace family affairs. 

Mrs. Riebling says that she does not 
think the quarrels which she and her 
husband had} were serious enough to 
cause him to kill himself. 

‘‘He was a very jealous man, though,”’ 
she said, ‘and you can’t tell what a 
jealous person will do.”
